Architectural 
Scholarship 
to  Member 

The  Royal  Australian  Institute  of 
Architects  has  awarded  the  $2,000 
Sisalkraft  Research  Scholarship  in 
Architecture  for  1966  to  a  Sydney 
architect,  and  TattersalPs  member, 
Mr.  Kevin  Rice. 

The  scholarship  which  is  the  eleventh 
to  be  awarded  by  the  R.A.I.A.  since 
1956,  is  sponsored  by  St.  Regis-A.C.I. 
Pty.  Ltd.,  which  incorporates  Australian 
Sisalkraft.  Its  purpose  is  to  enable 
architects  under  35  to  study  overseas  a 
topic  concerned  with  the  practice  of 
architecture. 

Kevin,  who  is  a  partner  of  the  firm  of 
Oser,  Fombertaux  &  Associates  Pty. 
Ltd.,  will  use  the  scholarship  to  study 
problems  of  communication  in  archi¬ 
tecture;  and  will  travel  to  Europe  and 
America  this  year  for  this  purpose.  He 
will  study  developments  in  the  field  at 
the  University  of  Liverpool,  and  at  the 
Tavistock  Institute  in  London,  which 
was  commissioned  by  the  Royal  Insti¬ 
tute  of  British  Architects  to  study  com¬ 
munication  in  the  building  industry. 
He  will  then  go  to  the  United  States 
to  investigate  allied  research  at  Harvard. 

His  wife  and  three  children  will 
accompany  Kevin  on  his  trip  and  Mrs. 
Rice  will  visit  her  family  for  the  first 
time  in  eight  years.  Of  interest  to 
racing  readers  is  the  fact  that  her  father 
is  A.  E.  (Alf)  Turner,  well-known 
English  bookmaker,  who  has  entertained 
many  visiting  Australian  racing  people 
in  England. 

Kevin  spent  four  years  in  Europe  after 
graduating  with  an  honours  first  degree 
from  the  University  of  N.S.W.  in  1954. 
During  this  period,  he  was  associated 
with  the  design  for  the  Hong  Kong 
Airport  terminal  building,  New  Zealand 
House  in  the  Haymarket,  London,  Oslo 
air  terminal  and  new  laboratories  at 
Oxford  University. 

On  returning  to  Australia,  he  spent 
18  months  with  Civil  and  Civic  on 
research  into  building  techniques  and 
modular  co-ordination. 

Recently  he  has  been  concerned  pri¬ 
marily  with  the  design  for  a  new  office 
building  for  the  Teachers'  Federation 
in  Sussex  Street,  Sydney,  a  block  of  216 
flats  and  28  units  for  the  aged  at  Rose¬ 
bery  for  the  Housing  Commission  of 
N.S.W.,  both  of  which  are  approaching 
completion,  and  for  the  recently  com¬ 
pleted  cosmetics  factory  for  Helena 
Rubinstein. 

The  first  aim  of  Mr.  Rice's  thesis  will 
be  the  identification  of  the  nature  and 
patterns  of  communication  between  the 
architect  and  the  client.  This  will  be 
followed  by  a  statement  of  applicable 
principles  of  communication  theory  and 
the  proposal  of  some  basic  systems  of 
communication  in  the  client-architect 
situation. 

This  scholarship  is  a  great  honour  for 
Kevin  and  his  fellow  members  at  Tatter- 
sail’s  congratulate  him  heartily  on  it. 
They  also  wish  him  every  success  with 
his  thesis.

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Famous  Colors  in  Foresight's  Carrington  Win

Although  Foresight  had  won  a  maiden  at  Hawkesbury  less  than  three  months  before,  keen  racing  experts 
agreed  when  they  saw  him  in  a  runaway  success  in  the  Carrington  Stakes,  chief  sprint  event  at  Tattersall’s 
Randwick  carnival  on  January  2,  that  here  was  a  champion  in  the  making. 


Foresight  (R.  Quinton )  had  a  little  in  reserve  in  beating  Medieval  Maestro  in 
Tattersall’s  big  sprint,  the  Carrington  Stakes,  at  Randwick  on  January  2. 


He  carried  the  colors  made  famous 
by  an  earlier  champion,  Columnist,  20 
years  ago  who,  in  the  green  and  white 
hoops  red  cap  livery  of  Messrs.  F.  J. 
Smith  and  Frank  Packer,  was  the  crack 
stayer  of  his  year. 

Since  then  Frank  Packer  has  been 
knighted  and  he  shared  the  ownership 
in  Foresight  with  Mr.  L.  Keith  Martin. 
Sir  Frank  Packer  is  Managing  Director 
of  Consolidated  Press  which  publishes 
“The  Daily  Telegraph”  and  allied  papers 
add  Mr.  Keith  Martin  a  high  executive. 

The  field  numbered  only  five  for  this 
year’s  Carrington  Stakes  and  what  was 
lacking  in  numbers  was  more  than 
balanced  in  quality.  It  represented  the 
best  class  of  Sydney’s  top  sprinters, 
including  last  year’s  winner,  Farnworth, 
which  made  the  performance  of  Fore¬ 
sight  the  more  striking  in  leading  such 
a  crack  field  practically  all  the  way. 

Before  his  Carrington  triumph  Fore¬ 
sight  had  won  only  four  races  including 
a  Hawkesbury  Maiden  and  a  New¬ 
castle  Intermediate  of  very  low  calibre, 
but  with  successive  wins  at  Randwick 
immediately  prior  to  the  Carrington  he 
had  put  the  writing  on  the  wall  that 
he  represented  class.  At  his  last  start 
he  had  won  a  Highweight  by  three 
lengths,  running  the  six  furlongs  in  1.1 0i, 
figures  which  were  really  phenomenal 
for  welter  conditions. 

Foresight  was  so  eager  in  the  Carring¬ 
ton  that  he  was  clear  in  two  strides,  set 
up  a  lead  of  two  lengths  to  the  turn 
which  he  then  increased  to  2\.  Medieval 
Maestro  began  to  reduce  the  gap  and 
raised  a  few  hopes,  but  Foresight  main¬ 
tained  speed  and  won  by  three  quarters 
of  a  length.  The  nearest  of  the  others, 
Count  Radiant,  third,  was  three  lengths 
away,  and  Farnworth,  last  year’s  winner, 
was  a  distant  fourth. 

Foresight’s  time  was  1.10.3  against  a 
strong  finishing  head  wind,  favorable 
time  compared  with  Famworth’s  1.10 
last  year. 

Messrs.  Fred  Smith  and  (then)  Frank 
Packer  bred  Columnist  at  Aluinn  Stud, 
Roxburgh  and  raced  him  in  partnership. 
Mr.  Fred  Smith  was  a  leading  city 
accountant  and  Auditor  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  Bank.  Columnist  was  by  the 
French-bred  stallion,  Genetout,  who  had 
a  phenomenal  list  of  winners  at  stud. 

Columnist  won  17  races  and  had  20y 
seconds  and  seven  thirds  worth  $60,611 
in  stakes.  He  was  a  mighty  stayer  in  the 
Spring  of  1947  with  success  in  the  Caul¬ 
field  Cup  with  9.0  and  the  Williamstown 
Cup  with  9.7.  He  also  won  an  S.T.C. 
Cup  at  Rosehill  later  with  9.7  and  he 
was  second  with  9.8,  beaten  only  a  short 
half  head  by  Dark  Marne  in  the  1948 
Sydney  Cup. 

This  he  would  have  won  beyond 
doubt  if  Victorian  jockey  Harold  Badger 
hadn’t  lost  his  whip  when  he  was  start¬ 
ing  to  wind  Columnist  up  a  furlong 
from  home. 


Columnist  gave  his  owners  a  lot  of 
pleasure  in  winning  seven  weight-for¬ 
age  races  against  the  champions  of  the 
day  on  the  principal  courses.  Fleming- 
ton,  Caulfield,  Randwick  and  Rosehill. 

Impressive  as  it  was,  Columnist’s  race 
record  would  have  been  even  more 
imposing  if  he  could  have  turned  close 
seconds  to  Royal  Gem  in  the  1946  Caul¬ 
field  Cup  and  to  Dark  Marne  after 
loss  of  his  whip  in  the  1948  Sydney 
Cup. 

Foresight  can  hardly  be  mentioned  yet 
as  a  champion  successor  to  Columnist, 
but  he  is  beyond  doubt  a  sprinter  far 
above  average.  He  has  been  successful 
up  to  seven  furlongs  to  date,  so  there 
is  every  prospect  of  his  proving  at  least 
a  miler  in  the  future  with  perhaps 
favourable  prospects  in  the  next  Don¬ 
caster  at  Randwick  in  the  Autumn. 


Mr.  Brian  Crowley,  Chairman  of  the 
Control  Body,  the  Australian  Jockey 
Club,  won  the  Welter  with  Brigade  and 
Mr.  Bill  Longworth,  Chairman  of  the 
Sydney  Turf  Club,  the  last  race,  the 
New  Year's  Gift,  with  Not  Responsible. 

Both  were  popular  favourites  with 
the  public. 

Form  differed  in  punter’s  summing  up 
of  their  prospects. 

Brigade  had  come  back  from  a  long 
spell  to  change  to  Tom  J.  Smith’s  stable 
and  had  won  his  first  race  in  the  new 
quarters.  He  was  the  form  horse  for  his 
race  and  ran  right  up  to  standard  with 
a  3i  lengths  victory  in  the  Welter. 


He  is  well  bred,  by  Wilkes  from 
Ptolemy,  a  sister  to  Pride  of  Egypt,  who 
won  a  Victoria  Derby  and  two  Legers 
and  his  pedigree  embraces  both  sprint 
and  staying  credentials.  He  cost  8,500 
gns.  as  a  yearling.  His  owners  had  a 
long  wait  for  returns  because  he  had 
only  two  late  two-year-old  race  starts. 
But  patience  has  paid  dividends  and  at 
three  years  he  faces  a  bright  future. 

Sir  Frank  Packer  became  a  member 
of  Tattersall’s  Club  in  1928. 

Arthur  Ward,  ex  crack  jockey,  joined 
the  club  soon  after  retirement  from  the 
saddle  to  become  a  number  one  A.J.C. 
trainer  with  a  licence  at  Randwick. 

He  has  already  taken  his  place  among 
the  more  prominent  of  his  vocation  with 
numerous  wins,  including  an  Epsom 
with  Even  Better. 


On  the  contrary,  Not  Responsible  had 
run  only  11th  when  favourite  for  the 
Randwick  Novice  on  Saturday,  Dec.  31. 

Stewards,  however,  spotted  a  case  of 
serious  interference  to  the  horse  in 
running,  and  their  report  acted  as  a 
genuine  tip  to  punters. 

They  made  him  favourite  again  at 
7/4  and  this  time  D.  Lake  steered  him 
clear  of  Saturday’s  trouble  and  he  won 
running  away. 

Mr.  Longworth  rates  among  the  oldest 
active  members  of  Tattersall’s  Club.  He 
nominated  in  1914. 

Mr.  Crowley  became  a  member  of  the 
Club  in  1921. 


DAY  OUT  FOR  CHAIRMEN 

It  was  highly  appropriate  that  our  Tattersall’s  Club  meeting  on 
Monday,  January  2,  should  have  become  “Chairman’s  Day”. 
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George  Moore's  Great  Day  at  Tattersall's 

Probably  when  jockey  George  Moore  retires  from  the  saddle  to  become  an  affluent  breeder  of  blood  stock 
he  will  join  Tattersall’s  Club  and  recall  what  he  did  at  the  club’s  meeting  at  Randwick  on  January  2,  1967,  with 
four  wins  and  three  seconds,  including  success  in  Tattersall’s  Cup. 


Other  famous  jockeys  Darby  Munro 
and  Maurice  McCarten  and  Ted  Bartle 
set  the  example  for  club  membership. 

George  Moore  won  the  cup  on  second 
favourite  Conclave  (5/2)  the  Gladsome 
Handicap  for  mares  on  Lady  Emperor 
at  9/2,  the  Club  Welter  for  A.J.C.  Chair¬ 
man,  Mr.  Brian  Crowley,  on  Brigade 
at  even  money,  and  the  Maiden  on  All 
Courage,  favourite  at  5/4. 

His  seconds  were  on  Jupiter  in  the 
Club  Two-year-old,  behind  Coronation 
Cadet,  on  Medieval  Maestro  in  the  Car¬ 
rington  Stakes  behind  Foresight,  and 
Pacific  Peace  behind  Not  Responsible  in 
the  New  Year’s  Gift. 

The  Cup  gave  a  very  popular  club 
member  and  part-owner,  Mr.  Pat  Porter, 
a  success  which  was  highly  acceptable  to 
the  betting  public  and  perhaps  even 
more  so  to  Tattersall’s  club  members, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Porter  race  Conclave. 

Literally  Pat  “tells  the  world”  when 
he  has  a  fancied  horse  which  he  thinks 
can  win.  And  because  he  is  a  wise 
judge  of  form  his  tips  about  his  own 
horses  are  accepted  at  a  high  face  value. 
So  although  Conclave  (5/2)  was  super- 
ceded  as  favourite  by  Kaiwaka  (2/1) 
a  boom  horse  from  the  country,  this 
writer  is  prepared  to  bet  that  more 
money  was  won  over  Conclave  than 
Kaiwaka  woud  have  yielded. 

A  four-year-old,  Conclave  has  won 
six  races,  but  he  was  out  in  a  three- 
year-old  season  when  rivals  were  more 
matured.  However,  his  stamina  improves 
and  Tattersall’s  Cup  is  his  best  victory 
to  date.  It  followed  a  third  in  better 
company  to  Royal  Display  and  Gin  and 
Bitters  in  the  Summer  Cup  a  week 
before.  With  these  out  of  the  way  and 
George  Moore  in  the  saddle  the  pros¬ 
pects  looked  good  in  Tattersall’s  Cup 
and  Conclave  proved  that  he  is  an 
honest  and  consistent  stayer  who  ran 
right  up  to  his  highest  form  standard. 

Knowing  that  Conclave  has  a  short 
run,  Moore  nursed  him  patiently  behind 
the  leading  division,  Sky  Drift,  Earl’s 
Double  and  Ancestor.  He  had  him 
ready  to  make  a  sudden  dash  just  before 
that  formidable  rise  in  the  straight, 
which  gave  him  an  advantage  over  his 
pursuer,  Kaiwaka.  Just  once  in  the 
straight  Kaiwaka  raised  faint  hopes  in 
the  last  furlong,  but  Conclave  was  going 
away  at  the  finish  to  win  the  Cup  by 
two  lengths. 

Kaiwaka  hung  on  for  second,  and 
Strauss  continued  to  play  the  minor 
chord  he  has  observed  in  Xmas  racing 
— two  seconds  and  a  third.
